Only a few days ago a diver 
had gone down to view the progress be- 
ing- made by the pump, and after some 
minutes all signals from him to the ship 
ceased. The weather at the time changed 
for the worse, and a nasty sea rising, yet 
one of his mates immediately put on a 
diving suit ana prepared to descend to 
the missing man's aid, In the circum- 
stances of great danger.

and just as the rescuer was descending

The truth Is, Germany has. no serious 


Intention of tying her hands by any such 
treaty. 
Ever since .the first .Hague con- 


ference she has adopted: the attitude', of 
asserting her agreement .with the .prin- 
ciple of arbitration, but has consistently 
prevented a practical application, of it by 
her favorite device of raising- objections 
of detail and invoking technicalities.- She 
wants, however, not to be left out of the 
discussion, as_jln that case her enemies 
would say that she does not sincerely 
desire to make war impossible; but she 
naturally .fears that If she committed 
herself to arbitration.- her predominance 
and prestige In Europe-would suiter sen- 
sible diminution. Her military conditions 
alone almost forbid her Joining a league 
of arbitration, for 
If she were sincere 


she would be expected. to:-redu£e her army 
and navy, and to that she will not, per- 
haps cannot; consent. '-Her growing In-, 
fluence in the world too largely depends 
on her land and sea forces:' 


CHINA DIPLOMATIC. 


China has scored a goodly success In 


diplomacy. In order to satisfy her finan- 
cial needs- she borrowed a million -'taels 
recently and accepted . the money from 
four powers: Great Britain, the Unfted 
States, France and Germany. 
' In "this 


transaction Russia, had no hand or Jpart. 
The loan was raised partly for the uni- 
fication of the currency, which is per- 
haps the most pressing- need of the-n^i- 
ment, and partl-y for the purpose of. .de- 
veloping- Industrial Manchuria. The regu-» 
lar payment of Interest Is guaranteed by 
the excise taxes and customs dues 
of 


Manchuria. The other provinces guaran- 
tee It only with their excise duty, "on salt. 


Thus the principal sources cf revenue 


in Manchuria are, so to say, pawned to 
the International syndicate of the 
four 


powers, which henceforth will possess 
well defined and.real Interests in north- 
ern ' and southern Manchuria. 
Russians 


complain that China might have pledged 
the revenues of other provinces, but- 
ciinnlnfrly preferred to give those of Man- 
churia In order that the four states who 
thus become her creditors may have a 
lever for action, should China be attack- 
ed by Russia or Japan; This is a mas- 
ter stroke of diplomacy. The "Novoye 
Vremya" writes- that while it was in fa- 
vor of ..rejecting Mr. Knox's prop'osal to 
neutralize Manchuria by means of Inter- 
national 
railroads over a year ago, it 


now recommends the Czar's government 
'to'make the best of the new situation 
which the International ploan has cre- 
ated!

The damnable heresy firmly, held by 
some prison authorities that there 
ought to be no -such thing as an. ap- 
peal to emotion in Jail ought to be 
abandoned. A man 
does 
not 
lose 


either heart or soul when he commits 
a crime. Any system which .proceeds 
on that assumption is doomed to in- 
evitable failure. 
, "My whole scheme in a nut-shell 
is this: Treat the criminal as a human 
being. Give him a man's chance be- 
fore you despair of making a man of 
him.

Of course, with 
Congress in session thene will be more 
or less doing, but there \are compara- 
tively few even of the enthusiastic 
congressional set who Imve decided 
to brave the terms of a Washington 
summer. 


The great reception at the White 


House, marklng-the silver anniversary 
of the marriase of the President and 
'Mrs. Taft. really/- therefore, definitely 
marked the elose of the season. 


Already the outlook for next sea- 


son Is being discussed.. 


The Secretary of tne Interior and 


J.Irs. Fisher already 
ha>ve 
selected 


their residence for the autumn, and 
the Secretary of War and Mrs. Stim- 
son, from the fact that they are stop- 
ping temporarily on the hill, may elect 
to Jb'e their permanently, and in that 
event select a home which will make 
them neighbors next winter of Sec- 
retary and Mrs. Fisher. 
Though one 


comes from'New York and the other 
from Chicago, these-two families will 
-find themselves in close official and 
•social relationship to each other, and 
•to the other families of! the cabinet 
circle, a feature of Washington life 
which gives it breath and charm.

Greater New York is increasing- at the 
rate of 167,890 a year, while Greater 
London ,1s adding only 67,156 annually 
to its 'population. 


Under this rate of gain New York 


is now only 418,000 behind London; 
the census a year apart -and New York 
was entitled to her year's increase in 
the comparison. 


If the same ratio of gain is main- 


tained in' 1915 the metropolitan dis- 
trict of New York, will have a popula-

of 
7,678,408, against London's 


7,588,843.

The essential features are as follows: 


1—The camps are kept clean, _ all 


horse manure as well as other filth 
being promptly, collected and burned. 
Horses In,-camps are tied to picket 
lines in rows, and so their droppings 
are comparatively easy to collect and 
destroy. 
Bach morning 
when 
the 


horses are taken out for drill or ex- 
ercise the bedding and manure la 
raked together, sprirrkled with crude 
petroleum, from a'.watering pot and 
burned. 
: 


2—Kitchen garbage is also burned 


in a, simple and economical -way. _At 
each kitchen a trench ' is dug about 
five feet long and two to two and .a 
half wide, with a bottom sloping from 
nothing at one end to about three 
feet at the other. This is.filled with 
stones and the kitchen fire is', 'built 
upon them over the deep end of the. 
trench. 
All kitchen garbage is de- 


posited on the stones at tlie edge of 
the fire and when thoroughly died out 
is pushed into it and consumed. The 
.slop water Is poured upon the hot 
stones and evaporated without ex- 
tinguishing the fire. 
No garbage Is 


hauled away from this command of 
12,000 men. 


3—Instead of expensive incinerators 


privy pits have been. built, four to 
five feet deep, which are Covered by 
a movable box seat a little longer 
than the trenches and having the 
holes closed by tight lids. 
This box 


has Handles at the end by which it 
can be lifted off to one side, and this 
is done daily at a convenient time, 
when straw is thrown Into the pit, 
sprinkled with crude petroleum, and 
set. on fire. 
Most of the contents are 


thus consumed and, the .eggs 
and 


larvas of flies; if any should have 
gained admittance, are killed. 
The 


seat box is then placed back in posi- 
tion. 


METHODS AT CANAL. 


The other letter is from Colonel 


John L. Phill.ips, acting chief sanitary 
officer of the Isthman canal commis- 
sion, who thus describes the methods 
employe*! in" th'e canal zone to do 
away with flies:

About April 15 the Nile begins Its an- 


nual rice, and a month later the effect is 
felt at Khartoum. A very curious 'phen- 
omenon accompanies this increase in the 
appearance of the "green "water." 


For a. long time it was believed, that 


t!ie color liamc from the swamps of tho 
upper Nile lying isolated' and stagnant 
under the tropical sun and polluting the 
waters with decaying vegetable matter. 
With tho spring riso this fetid water was 
supposed to fee swept into the streams to 
make its appearance in Egypt. 


Within 
recent 
times, 
however, this 


theory has been abandoned. 
Now, we 


are advised, the green water is caused, 
be the presence of innumerable numbers 
of 
microscopic algae, 
offensive to 
the 


taste and smell. They originate away up 
Jn the tributaries and are carried, to the 
Nile, where under the hot sun andMu thq 
clear water they increase with amazing " 
rapidity, forming columns from 250 to 600 
miles in length. 


The weeds continue to grow, die and 


decay until the turbid waters put them 
to an end, for they cannot exist except In 
elsar water. 


Offensive as In some respects the green 


water Is. it is" hailed with delight by CKe 
Egyptians,,since its appearance is a sign 
of the real flood time and th£" close of 
the writer famine.—Scientific American.

Is given the place of honor. for spiritu- 
uallty, and the analysis 
of 
his plays, 


which "brings out their" deeper meaning1, is 
a. most valuable piece of,.literature. . 


Yet there Is another side to PInero's 


great sift of polished lifelike dialogue and 
masterly knowledge of, what to omit so as 
to create a truly dramatic situation, a 
daring situation that makes even jaded 
playwrights fairly gasp and sit up and 
take notice. 
The lesser, known gift of 


PInero's Is his spirituality;, his deep abid- 
ing sense that the things of this world 
are temporal while the things of the next 
world are eternal.

fiom 'his play, "His House -in Order."

PEOPLE JOT COURT 


Brooklyn Lawyer Says That 


Supreme Tribunal Is Not 


Last Arbiter. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June. 24. — Tha Su- 


preme Court of the1 United States is not 
the tribunal which has the final decision 
on laws and questions affecting- tha con- 
stitution, according to Charles Frederick 
Adams, a lawyer of Brooklyn, N. T. 


Adams made this assertion in an ad- 
dress he delivered this afternoon to the 
members of the Commonwealth Club at 
their weekly, luncheon 
in the 
Palace 
Hotel; 


Hia subject 
was • "Government 
by 


Judges." It was.conceded by everybody 
present thai he made a masterly and 
learned address, but it was so technical 
•that few. of the laymen present grasped 
the import of most of it. Adams cited 
cases and precedents since the framing of 
the' Constitution to support his conten- 
tions that tha people ana not the judges 
were the only power Who really had the 
right to amend that document. At no 
time did he make ft plain what his own 
opinion of the judiciary system" was. 


PEOPLE FINAL RESORT. 


The President or. Congress of 
the 
United States, the speaker declared, have 
just as much right and possibly more 
right to determine any law which has a 
bearing on or which In any way affects 
the Constitution than has the Supreme 
.Court. 


In matters that directly affect the Con- 
stitution, according- to Adams, the peo- 
ple are the final resort. 
Judges: are 


merely servants of the.people and whereas 
the people have a right to make mistakes 
sometimes, because they are the owners 
arid real controllers of the country, no 
judge has a right to ..make a. mistake in 
handing^ down any decision that would be 
used as a precedent for future 
cases. 


Further, any judge who made such a 
mistake most certainly had no right upon 
Insisting that such a mistake 
of his 


should be construed as being: the law and 
that it be followed as ..such. 


Ninety-nine men out of one hundred, 
he asserted, if they were law-abiding 
citizens,]!and .desirous of avoiding-strife, 
battle and carnage, would take any dls- 
putas they might have to the courts to 
be settled instead "of acting as their 
own arbiters... We . must work upon £he 
theory^ in such matters that all judge* 
are honest, he-averred.

average age is close to 90 years. They'came to|Califorhia 
sixty-one and more years ago, for^when the society was 
organized no one was admitted to membership who did 
not come to the State prior to January 1, 1850. When it 
decided to admit-the sons of pioneers, that step caused the 
organization to perpetuate itself indefinitely. Today 470 
of these sons are'members. Through the-munif icance of 
James Lick, the society has property valued at $1,000,000. 
One piece of property is the Argonaut hotel on Fourth 
street. Its own headquarters' is another piece and still 
another is a high-price lot on Montgomery street. There 
is also a treasury of ready cash. Many of the .'501} old 
men have no means of their own. From the cash fund 
and very quietly, they are being supplied generously and 
are therefore passing their few remaining years of life 
freed from the haggard cares of want No names are 
mentiosed in these vouchers on the treasury and this 
policy of the noted society is one of its most commendable 
features. With an -average age of four score and ten 
years, it will'be but a little-While before this gallant little 
band of 300 will pass away. They have lived to sec the 
marvelous growth of the mighty 
commonwealth 
they 


helped found. That experience is the great joy of their 
closing days, one as refreshing .as the shade of "tree and 
.the murmuring of stream in the hot summer time.

"Every servant of the people should be subject to the recall," 


said Senator Gates, author of the recall amendment, in his address 
to the Commonwealth Club. It is a pity that his votes in the Leg- 
islature did not comport with this utterance. 
He voted to inVest 


the Railroad'Commission with large discretionary judicial .powers,; 
trom the exercise of which there is no appeal,-and then voted to: 
place the commissioners beyond the reach of recall. If the Railroad' 
Commission amendment should be adopted at the October election, 
the present Governor will appoint commissioners to hold office till 
1921. After they have been appointed, he-cannot remove them nor 
can his successor in the Gubernatorial chair, and they cannnpt be; 
recalled as it is proposed to recall judges and other elective officers. 
They can only be removed from office by a two-thirds vote of both 
bouses o f t h e Legislature.

It transpired at the Commonwealth Club dinner that Senator 


Gates was wholly unacquainted with the provisions of this extraor- 
dinary amendment. He voted for it, however, and we presume will 
urge the voters of the State to ratify it. 


Nor did Senator Gates explain why the proposition' to apply 


the recall to the judiciary was coupled up with the recall of admin- 
istrative officers. When an effort was made in the Legislature to 
have the two propositions separated, so that the judicial recall might 
stand on its own merits. Senator Gates vigorously opposed it. All 
the advocates of the scheme to apply the recall to the judiciary rose 
up in protest. They said the suggestion to separate the two- propo- 
sitions was the fruit of a plan to defeat the recall. 


Why? 
What prompted the objection to giving the voters a 


chance to vote separately on the propositions? 


Because, the men who are plotting to subjectjudges to the recall 


were afraid that the voters would turn down the judicial recall if 
they were given the opportunity to vote on it separately. So they 
linked up the recall of judges with the recall of administrative'6^: 
'"fibers in the hope that the latter would pull'the'former through. It 
was a device to get the voters to endorse a proposition they disap- 
prove. It was, in short, a bit of chicane to impose on the electorate 
an unpopular measure. Hence, it Was a device, a trick to force, ttpon 
the voters the alternative of swallowing the recall of judges or vot- 
ing down the recall of administrative officers. 


"No wonder Senator Gates offered no explanation of the refusal 


to allow the propositions to be segregated. He knows that the pro- 
position was denied for the Very reason we have stated, a reason 
that i s both unfair a n d dishonest.

But the San Francisco Examiner'points out an iniquitous fea- 


ture of the recall amendment that calls for the defeat of .that .meas- 


, iire. The amendment submitted to the people requires'a judge to 
get a majority of all the votes cast at the recall election if he.is to 
retain his office, but permits his successor to.be elected, by a minor- 


" ity vote in case he is recalled. Here is the way the Examiner states 


• the case:

"Another defect of the recall measure has been, pointed out. 


The plan set forth in the amendment is this: The ballot will be; 
printed thus—"Shall John Smith be recalled from the office of Sher- 
-vff?" This will be followed by the names of the-'candidates aspiring 
to the place. If a majority vote 'Yes' on the recall, the candidate 
.'receiving the highest vote succeeds the incumbent; Supposing then, 
in San Francisco 31,000 vote 'Yes,' and 29,000 'No.' John Smith 
v/ould then be removed and the candidate receiving the highest vote 
would succeed him. With the vote divided among half a dozen can- 
didates, the highest might not receive more than 18,000. We would 
then have the condition that Smith, :who has the backing of. 29,000 
voters, is out, while Jones, who has only 18,000 votes, takes his 
.place."

Substitute Judge for Sheriff in the Examiner's comment, and 


-one can see how the trick would work; As there will be no vacancy 
unless the incumbent be recalled, every person desirous of succeed- 
ing the man on the bench will strive for two objects—the recall of 
"the incumbent and votea for himself. Such a contest would-be 
."viciously unfair if permitted under ordinary circumstances, but 


when it involves the removal of one man from office, and the election 
,of his successor by a much smaller vote than that given the incum- 
bent it becomes positively iniquitous. 


Now this provision of the amendment was not a mistake or an 


oversight. It was inserted with deliberate intention. The purpose 


• was to get judges recalled by dividing the vote between a number of 


, candidates that their places might be filled by a compact machine, 
boss-controlled minority. 


It is a crooked scheme of crooked politics. -It is-a scheme de- 


;vised to enablp a group of men who have obtained control of the 


• political machinery of the State to pack and control the bench. Its 


object is to make the judiciary of the State subservient to a band of 
.political bosses who are debauching every instrumentality of gov- 
ernment in an effort to extend and perpetuate their j domination. 


! These men did not lack intelligence when they framed the recall 
amendment,"they lacked scruple, the elementary principles of honesty. 
They are the very worst exemplars of the political vices they have 


: been declaiming against. They are trying to fetter this State to a 
. bossism that will embrace every department of the government and 
:be so. entrenched in power by the machinery they, are endeavoring to 
' create that their dislodgement will be wellnigh impossible.

An Iowa farm of something more 


than 80 acres passed into the hands 
of a city -man-on a mortgage. He 
rented It and for the flrst. two or three 
years the returns were satisfactory. 
Then he found,the dwellings and out- 
buildings 'needed repairs -'which took 
back some of the profits. He held the 
land>nlne years, and; In that time had 
six tenants, the last of whom har- 
vested a crop of corn that barely was 
enough to feed his team and pay hla 
own family expenses for the year. 


The land was In a community whore 


valued ranged around ;125 an acre, 
but It cost the owner only about J6000 
under the mortgage. As near .as he 
could estimate his Income from the 
laud for the nine years was about 
$4000, from which waa deducted re- 
pairs, taxes, new fencing and other 
incidentals aggregating about $1200. 
This left him a net Income of about 
$2800. Then he tried to sell the land. 
Many buyers looked, but none bought. 
They wanted no "corned out" land, 
t^ey said. Finally along: came a young 
farmer who took It off his hands for 
,$4000. That left the first man a net 
Income of £go_0,.on his $6000 Invest- 
ment or nine years. 
The greatest agricultural evil of the 
present day is .the tenant farmer. This 
statement is made by President.Henry 
j. "Waters of the Kansas State Agri- 
cultural College. The tenant farmer, 
he declares, is the highwayman of the 
soil; collectively, a vandal horde that 
has marched from Maine to tho Mis- 
souri, laying waste an. agricultural em- 
pire with the flre of its greed and the 
sword of Its igrborance. His advance 
guard already is thrown beyond the 
BJgr Muddy. 
Give him time and he 
will overwhelm the "West as he has 
the.East.

The tenant farmer. President Waters 
says,' is the' ruination 'of the country 


and the menace of the city. He hai 
left in his wake impoverished land, 
abandoned farms and a train of eco- 
nomic evils that must soon be reme- 
died or grave consequences .will fol- 
low.

ROME, June 24.—Italy has a pe- 


culiar legal system, but punishment la 
punishment in this land and a Ufa 
sentence is very close to one.

Among them is a Calabrian brigand 
chief, Antonio Gatt6, who entered the 
"profession" when 10, because he had 
desertod from the army and wished to 
avoid 
arrest. 
Gatto 
subsequently 


headed a famous band of bandits who 
had their headquarters In the Monte 
Garjyano 
mountains, 
3465 
feet 
in 
•height, near Foggla,' and the seat of 
a. historic pilgrimage to a sanctuary ir 
memory of the apparition of St. Mich- 
ael to Archbishop Lawrence in 491 
Gatto's men subsisted mainly by de- 
spoiling pilgrims. For years they held 
out against all armed expeditions, but 
finally surrendered 
to 
Major Bixlo, 
vsho deceived them with tho promise 
that they would Buffer no further pen- 
alty than the fulfillment of military 
service. Gatto was sentenced to hard 
labor for life. 
Now, on the score of 


exceptionally good conduct, he is lib- 
erated and given ?100 to start life 
-anew. 


An immense impression has been 


produced by the intervention of the 
Pope in the action for libel brought 
by Father Bricarelli against "Verdosl, 
an ex-priest and now a Methodist, who 
•charged him with violating the secrecy 
of tho confessional. 
The Pope's in- 
tervention has taken the form of a 
letter written 
to 
Father Bricarelli, 
expressing: sympathy with him in his 
affliction owing to the accusations of 
Verdesl. 
His holiness stated that he 
.was convinced that Bricarelli had not 
violated tho secrecy of tha confes- 
sional. 


DETRACTORS. 


Father Bonaluti, formerly a Roman 
Cathollo professor and who has been 
accused 
of being a 
Catholic Free 
Thinker, v/as a witness. 
Pie criti- 


cized his detractors, He declared that 
he still desired to remain a priest of- 
the Catholic church, from which he 
liad never. Intended to separate, hop- 
l.ng. Indeed, to die therein. Through- 
nut his life he had been scrupulously 
obedient 
to 
tho 
discipline of the 
church and the authority of tha Pope 
ind would continue so. 


D'Annunzio's "Saint Sebastian" has 


bocn placed in the "index of prohib- 
ited books." 
Persons reading pro- 


hibited books incur excommunication 
forthwith. 
Among tho authors whose 


tvorks are prohibited occur the names 
of Jainos I. Barclay, Archbishop Usher 
and 
Bishops 
Sanderson, Bull 
and 
Pearson, Cave and Hobbes. Recently 
the name of tho late Professor Mivart 
of St. Mary's HosnJtaJ 
and 
Father 
Tyrrel, the ex-Jesujt, appeared. 


An encyclical issued to the church 
deplores tho anti-religious 
attempts 


of the Portuguese republic—namely, 
the violent expulsion of the religious 
-orders, the suppression of church fes- 
tivals, the religious oath and of re- 
ligious instruction of divorce, the ar- 
bitrary dismissal of bishops and the 
tvhole iaw of separation. 


The Pope reviews tho material and 
moral oppressions contained In the 
law which denies even common liberty 
to the church and to Catholic citizens. 
Such a law does not mean separation, 
but spoliation of property and despot- 
Ism in spiritual matters. The church 
has not only been despoiled of all'the 
Jneans which are indispensable for the 
maintenance of tho clergy and other 
religious activities, but It has been 
forbidden even to possess such means 
in future; for the law Interferes with 
tho freedom of disposing of property 
uy testament. 


For those reasons the Pope- con- 
flemns the law of separation, declar- 
ing it void and invalid against the In- 
violable rights of tho church

St. Louis Physician Startles 


Medicos With His Latest 


Discoveries. 


ST. LOI7IS, June 24. — If. you tickle 


your ankle and your big toe turns up- 
ward and the other toes spread outward, 
your skull is fractured. Dr. C. G. Chad- 
dock, a member of tho visiting staff at 
the city hospital, has tried his discovery 
In 275 cases, and has not foiled once. 
If your skull is Intact, the tickling of 
rne anklo will cause your toes to turn 
downward and draw close together. • 
There's an exact 
spot on the ankle 
whero you want to tickle yourself to see 
!f there's a. hole In your head. This spot, 
Dr. Chaddock says, is a half Inch above 
the sole of the foot on the Inside portion 
of the anklo. 
Dr. Chaddook says he wants everybody 
to tickle and watch 
toes. 
In almost 
every case you're bound to laugh. 
If 
your toes cling closely and turn down- 
ward there's no cause for anxiety. 
But 
if the big- toe turns upward and the other 
toes spread out you want to summon your 
surgeon by telephone. 


MEDICOS ARE STARTLED. 
' 


Before Dr. Chaddock made his discov- 
ery, which Is startling the medical world, 
it was the custom to rub tho hands over 
a man's head In an effort to discover 
possible fractures. 
But when patients 
«r« taken Into 
tho city hospitals Dr 
Chaddock tickles their ankle with a lit- 
tle instrument that resembles a pencil 
The spot on the anklo Is closely con- 
Kueted with the brain by a lesion in the 
:ontrai motor track, Dr. Chaddock savs 
This connection is a flection. But when 
the skull Is fractured tho brain is ex- 
posed, causing a reflection. Toes drawn 
upward and spread outward denote re- 
tloction. and, primarily, the broken skull. 
Medical journals have written Dr. Chad- 
dock to send them an authoritative re- 
port on his discovery. Babinsky was the 
first to approach tho present successful 
jnethod. He tickled the'sole, of the foot, 
t^crt his plan failed In many cases. Gor- 
fion compressed the thighs and failed. 
Oppenhetm tickled the back of the calf ot 
tho legs and failed.

faulter Whose Case Divides 


Public Opinion. : 


SPRINQBIBLD, Hass., 'June '34. Velen- 


«s "Wagon Crowson, former treasurer of 
the Westfleld Savings Bank, began in the 
York Street Jail • Tuesday a sentence of 
ono year for misappropriating '560iOOO of 
the bank's funds.,. .Men" of! standing ..in 
Westfleld pleaded.with . ths court to set 
Crowson free,-urging that with unlimited 
opportunities to steal he had taken only 
.a comparatively small amount, and, more- 
over, for years prior to his arrest-had not 
stolen a. pormy. Tho latter, circumstance 
gave rise- to .the appellation,. "The man 
who stopped, stealing," by wh'ich. Growson 
has been widely known since his arrest. 


While Crowson's friends are consider- 


ing measures for his relief on the ground 
that the court might have" shown len- 
iency, fellow prisoners of' the former bank 
treasurer are asking one another ironical 
questions. 
The nature of these sallies 


may be Judged from tho fact that sen- 
tences -of from a year to a year and. a 
half.aro not uncommon in petty larceny 
cases in Westfleld and other Hampden 
county towns. Within a few .months stiff 
jail sentences 
have 
been 
imposed for 


stealing coal, flour and provisions for im- 
mediate, requirements.

EOCEPT10NAL CASE. 


Cynically Inclined Westfleld citizens as- 


sert that there, are reasons for the sup- 
port whictx has been rallied in'behalf; of 
Mr. Crowson since his arreflt and that in 
some instances it is not altogether dis- 
interested. 


Crowson's case is an unusual one> .aside 


from its disposition by. the court. Born, 
in England sixxty-six.years ago,, he came 
to the United States when seven years 
old. He drifted Into Westfleld about the* 
time the Civil War broke out and: quick- 
ly earned an enviable reputation. In 1864 
he was made treasurer of the Westfleld 
Savings bank.

was but nineteen 


years old and the youngest bank treas- 
urer ever appointed in Massachusetts.

DECLARES SUICIDE 


IS PRIVATE AFFAIR 


Blames Publications of U. 


for Series of Self- 


Destruction. 


S. 


. LOS ANGHLE.S, June 24. — "Suicide Is 
a private affair. There Is no more justi- 
fication for the publication of such ai- 
cpunts than there is for publishing other, 
private matters."' 
. 
, 


This Is the assertion of a committee 


of the American Academy of Medicine, 
which investigated the question of suicide 
and In-making its report here today re- 
quired the press of America to refrain 
from further, publication of such affairs. 


If, however," the report declares, "the 


members of the press are still sceptical 
as to the fact that they are now acces- 
sories to. crime, we suggest that they 
assist In the study of the conditions. 


"Tour committee finds, that 
alienists 


are practically unanimously .in the opinion 
that the suggestive effect of the reading 
of details of suicides is a powerful factor 
in the causa-tion 'of suicides among sus- 
ceptible individuals," says the .report. 


PROVINCE OF PAPERS. 


"Newspapermen, while~ admitting 
the 


alienists a.re of the opinion that 
such 


publications are a cause of tho crime, 
and even admitting that there may be 
some truth in the opinion, reply that it is 
the province of the papers to publish the 
news, that attempts .to prevent such pub- 
lication, are invasions ol the liberty of the 
press. .They say that the people demand 
the news; and It must be given them. 
."Attempts at legislation are practically 
useless unless preceded by such popular 
education as will .cause a general de- 
mand for the legislation and will assist 
m the enforcement of laws when enacted 


"Believing that ' the 
newspaper 
fra- 
ternity ought first to aid when, convinced 
of the impprtance. of the subject, we have 
3egun a general study of the facts, which ' 
r= made a part of this report. 


'After the publication of a spectacular 


suicide by jumEing from a high place- In-1 
Chicago, displayed upon the front page 
of Chicago papers, several similar at- 
tempts were made within a few days." 


OTHER INSTANCES. 


The report mentions several other In- 
stances of attempted suicide following 
publication of stories 
of suicide. 
The 


question is asked ''How mu'ch is the 
press to be.blamed for homicides as well 
as for suicides? Are they not accomplices 
in the crimes?" 


"If a shocking accident occurs there is 
,at once congregated a mob 'who gloat 
over the sight. It is the same class, and 
those only, to whom the press 
caters 


when it publishes accounts of- suicides. 
There is no possible excuse. The plea of 
'news' is a makeshift. 
In a- large pro- 


portion of the accounts of. deaths from 
other causes, no mention is made of the 
cause. 
Why do not the papers get .the 


details and publish minute descriptions, of 
the suffering and death . of victims ol 
abortion? There might be some excuse 
lor these, for tha patients are criminals, 
who have submitted while apparently" in 
full self control, and such publication 
might help to stop the crime.

Much 
of the news' is such, as might better be 
loft unpublished. 
The papers make do- 


mestlo scandal and divorce popular, as if 
considered highly respectable. They pub- 
lish the detail of a robbery, or a murder 
as if the criminal were .to be. admired 
for his skill.. ' Is It true., that the people 
demand such 'news'? "We doubt it. 


"In conclusion we,-as .defenders of the 
health and morals of the communities, re- 
quest tlje press of America to refrain 
from further publication of such affairs. 
We' ask the editors to mentally place 
themselves ' as' members 
of 
bereaved 


families and to consider 
if, in making 


such publications, they ars doing as they 
would be. donejby. ' 


"II, however, V.ths members of the press 
are still skeptical as to tha fact that they 
Eire not accessories to crimes, we suggest 
that in.each city the papers agrse to re- 
iraiu from such publication for a month. 
Then that all' simultaneously publish an 
account of one such case, 
placing the 


account upon the front page, with suit- 
able 
headlines. 
Again 
refrain 
from 


further publication of such cases for a 
month. In the meantime let them keep 
accurate statistics as to tha cases and 
methods, with the dates in tho territory 
covered by their paronage and compared 
with similar periods under present con- 
ditions. We suggest that thes'o data be 
sent to the officers of tho Academy as 
a basis,ior. further study.
